The Vice-Chancellor, 
Hamilton, in the course of an address, eaid 
belfast Medical School had long been famous, and

yet @ained, With regard to the recent medical 
| ¢Xaminations, he would like to gay that the success 
of the candidates had been altogether remarkable. 
Hie did not remember any medical examination 
where so many successes had been gained. As a 
matter of fact, not far from B0 per cent. of those 
who passed had been found worthy of hononrs. 
(Applause.) There was one first-class honeur and 
four second<lass honours.
